to damage the morale of the Ameri­ 
can people. 


“ Recent events 
in this 
country 
make 
it plain 
that 
the 
German 
method of propaganda 
which 
has 
been so effective in Russia and Italy 
is now being attempted in this coun­ 
try with an alarming degree to suc­ 
cess,” according to the appeal to 
Americans now being 
issued by the 
American Defense 
Society. 
“Ger­ 
man propaganda has long been sup­ 
plied to our troops 
in the national 
encampments. 
The 
ship-building 
program is being interferred with by 
German-inspired 
strikes. 
Germans 
are directing the hoarding of food 
supplies to an extent 
that panics 
have already been prevalent in 
the 
leadiug cities. 
Newspapers are giv­ 
ing daily reports of fires in ammun­ 
ition plants and 
grain 
depots and 
the country h> now, on the verge of 
an even greater 
calamity 
in the 
shape of a railroad strike of unpre­ 
cedented extent which threatens to 
cripple our national industry.”

t h e far-reaehng need of the local] 
Vigilance Corps can readily be seen 
when it is known that in this coun­ 
try* alone there 
are today several, 
million alien enemies 
representing 
Germany, Austria, Bulgaria, 
Tur- 
ky and other countries sympathetic 
or allied with 
the Prussian auto­ 
cracy. 
Almost without 
exception 
these enemies are free to go about 
as they see fit, and while the Gov­

Wishing to know the age lim­ 
its fixed for men serving in the British 
and French flying corps, the New York 
World wired its correspondent in Lon­ 
don.

The minimum age in the British fly­ 
ing corps is eighteen. The average age 
is about twenty-three. 
There is no 
maximum age. but in practice a man 
more than thirty years old is not taken 
in the flying corps unless he is excep­

With the exception of the 
countries 
leagued 
with her in this 
unholy war, Germany is an outcast 
among the nations of the earth. 
Germany is not feeling the blight­ 
ing effeets of this astracism now as 
she will feel it in the years to come. 
She claims thait her policy of fright- 
fulness is a necessary measure of 
self-defense, 
yet 
this same policy 
has alienated numbers 
of nations 
that but for 
that inhuman 
course 
would today be, if not her avowed 
friends, lit least strictly neutral. 
Peace will come 
after 
a while, 
and in 
the reckoning 
Germany's 
course will be laid 
bare 
before 
a 
just and discriminating world. 
We 
say “just and discriminating,” 
be­ 
cause we believe, despite Germany’s 
frightful 
defection 
from 
national 
humanity and honor, the large ma­ 
jority of the peoples 
of the earth 
are at heart humane and honorable. 
And the latent principles of human­ 
ity and justice 
that 
underlie 
and 
form the bed-roc'k foundations of all 
civilized nations, have revolted and 
will continue to revolt against 
the 
savagery displayed by that would- 
be fount of “kultur.” 
This antipathy will take the form 
of a prejudice 
against 
not 
only 
Germany 
as a nation, but against 
the Germain blood. Not all the peo­ 
ples of the 
earth 
have the finely 
discriminating 
judgment 
of /Presi­ 
dent Wilson, and not all of them will 
be able to separate the acts of the 
German government 
from 
the im­ 
pulses of the German people. 
It is a common thing to hear, even 
in charity-loving 
America, 
refer­ 
ences to 
“German brutality” 
and 
German savagery.” It is of no avail 
to tell the people that this brutal­ 
ity and savagery is the result of a 
“system’’ 
and that 
in reality 
the 
German people as 
whole do 
not 
countenance it. 
Human 
nature is 
prone to believe that actions speak 
louder than words, 
and Germany’s 
actions will form the complainants’ 
evidence when Germany 
comes 
to 
trial before the people of the earth. 


The world should reserve its cri­ 
ticism of Kerensky and the Russian 
republic. 
Democracies are not born 
in a day, neither is the character of 
a people changed over night. 
While 
the pains of a new birth have tein- 
>orarily impaired her fighting pow­ 
er, given a little time to adjust her­ 
self to the new conditions, Russia 
will yet give a 
good 
account 
of 
herself. Especially should we of the 
United 
States 
withhold 
censure, 
permitting, 
as we do, obstruction­ 
ists and trouble makers to stalk un­ 
molested throughout the land. 
We 
might criticise with a better grace 
if we would fill some prison cells 
for whom they have long been wait­ 
ing.

BEING PRESSENT. 


The Strain and Isolation That 
Come With the Office. 


UNDER GUARD ALL THE TIME. 


When the Chief Executive le In the 
White Houee the Regular Police Are 
on Watch, end When He Goee Abroad 
Secret Servioe Men Shadow Him. 


It is a fierce light that heats upon the 
White House—quite as fierce as any 
that beats upon a throne. Until he is 
relieved from it a president never real­ 
izes the unconscious strain that he has 
to undergo. The joyousness that comes 
after he has laid down the burden and 
the contrast between the life succeed­ 
ing that in the White Houoa and the 
life passed in it reveal to him the na­ 
ture of what he has gone through. 
Of course it is pleasant to be treated 
with consideration by every one; It is 
human nature for the incumbent to en­ 
joy the respect that is rendered to the 
office. But there is an isolation for tho 
president that it is impossible to avoid. 
He is the only person in the govern­ 
ment service who has that kind of iso­ 
lation. Few see him except by special 
appointment. The office separates him 
from society. There is no neighborly 
dropping in ; there is a curtain between 
him and that body of men with whom 
he was accustomed to Associate. 
It is not true that that keeps him 
from knowing what is going on or that 
it saves him from feeling the. shafts of 
criticism. The suggestion that he hears 
only the kindly view of what he does 
from his cabinet and from those who 
are near to him does not cover the 
whole ground. He has candid friends, 
and he reads the newspapers. 
From congressmen and from visitors 
who frequently turn their steps to 
Washington the president hears the 
news from all over the country. 
He 
sees the newspaper men every few 
(lays, ami unless he is always using 
them to give the public his view of 
pending questions he can learn much 
from them. If he is open to informa­ 
tion at all he can exercise very excel­ 
lent judgment as to the state of the 
public pulse. 
It is pleasant to dispense the hospi­ 
tality of the White House, because you 
know that most of your guests will re­ 
member all their lives all the circum­ 
stances of their visit The government 
is generous with the president in sal­ 
ary and in paying his expenses of liv­ 
ing. 
He can save a substantial sum 
each year and still not be niggardly in 
his hospitality. 
Three presidents of the United State« 
have been assassinated, and congress 
in consequence has thought it wjse to 
enjoin upon the chief of the secret 
service of the treasury department the 
duty of guarding the president against 
assault 
Three or more experienced 
men are assigned to that duty, and 
they attend him wherever he goes. 
Of course when he is in the White 
House the regular District policemen, 
who watch the approaches, make the 
presence of the secret service men un­ 
necessary. 
Whenever the president 
goes abroad, how ever, the secret serv­ 
ice men are expected to be in his imme­ 
diate neighborhood—in the vehicle in 
which he is riding or in another that 
follows; whenever he makes a railway 
Journey they are in his private car. 
These secret service men become 
very skillful in detecting the presence 
of persons who are demented and who 
In their excitement may become dan­ 
gerous. Of course if a man wished to 
kill the president and sacrifice his own 
life for it the secret service precautions 
might not prevent him from carrying 
out his purpose, but there is greater 
danger from demented persons than 
from deliberate murderers. 
My own 
Impression is that if there had been as 
great precaution taken when President 
McKinley was at the exposition in Buf­ 
falo as is taken today that tragedy 
would not have occurred. 
The assassin in that case had his 
hand in his pocket, where he had con­ 
cealed a revolver wrapped in a hand­ 
kerchief. If it had happened today a 
secret service man would have seized 
the assassin’s hand in his pocket, found 
the revolver and arrested him long be­ 
fore the man had reached a point 
where he could carry out his purpose. 
Although I recognize the necessity of 
such precautions, I am bound to say 
that they are often irksome to the pres­ 
ident. The secret service men are as 
considerate as possible and are well 
trained men, who mind their business, 
but that constant dogging of the pres­ 
ident’s steps arouses in him the uncon­ 
scious feeling of being under surveil­ 
lance and guard himself rather than 
of being protected. 
An impression has gone abroad that 
the president may not leave the coun­ 
try. There is no law that prevents his 
doing so, and there is no provision In 
the constitution that he would violate 
in leaving the national Jurisdicticai. 
There is a constitutional direction that 
(he vice president shall act for the 
president in case he Is disabled. 
If 
lie went abroad in such a way as to 
prevent his directing affairs be might 
well be held to have disabled himself, 
and tbo vice president might act fbr 
him in liia absence.—William Howard 
Taft In Youth’s Companion.

ing corps is eighteen. The average age 
is about twenty-three. There is no 
maximum age. but in practice a man 
more than thirty years old is not taken 
in the flying corps unless he .is excep- 
tionally qualified for that service.

The Strain and Isolation That 


Come With flie Office. 


UNDER GUARD ALL THE TIME. 


When the Chief Executive la In the 


White House the Regular Polico Are 
on Watch, and When He Goes Abroad 
Secret Service Men Shadow Him. 


It is a fierce light that beats upon the 


White House—quite as fierce as any 
that-beats upon a throne. Until he Is 
relieved from it a president never real- 
izes the unconscious strain that be has 
to undergo. The joyousness that comes 
after he has laid down the burden and 
the contrast between the life succeed- 
ing that in the White Houaa and the 
life passed in it reveal to him the na- 
turo of what he has gone tlirongh. 


Of course it is pleasant to be treated 


with consideration by every onej It Is 
human nature for the Incumbent to en- 
joy the respect that la rendered to tie 
office. But there Is an isolation for tho 
president that it is Impossible to avoid. 
He is the only person in the govern- 
ment service who has that kind of iso- 
lation. Few see him except by special 
appointment The office separates him 
from society. There is no neighbx-ly 
dropping in; there is a curtain hetweeu 
him and that body of men with whom 
he was accustomed to Associate. 


It is not true that that keeps him 


from knowing what is going on or that 
it saves him from feeling the shafts of 
criticism. The suggestion that he hears 
only the kindly view of what he does 
from his cabinet and from those who 
are near to him does not cover the 
whole ground. He has candid friends, 
and he reads the newspapers. 


From congressmen and from visitors 


who frequently turn their steps to 
Washington the president hears tiio 
news from all over the country. He 
sees the newspaper men every few 
flays, anil unless he is always using 
them to give the public his view of 
pending questions he can learn much 
from them. If he is open to informa- 
tion at all he can exercise very excel- 
lent judgment as to the' state of the 
public pulse. 


It Is pleasant to dispense the hospi- 


tality of the White House, because you 
know that most of your guests will re- 
member all their lives all the circum- 
stances of their visit The government 
is: generous with the president in sal- 
ary and in paying his expenses of liv- 
ing. He can save a substantial sum 
each year and still not be niggardly In 
his hospitality. 


Three presidents of the United States 


have been assassinated, and congress 
in consequence has thought It wjse to 
enjoin upon the chief of the secret 
service'of the treasury department'the" 
duty of guarding the president against 
assa,ult 
Three or more experienced 


men, are assigned to that duty, and 
they attend him -wherever he goes. 


Of course when he is in the White 


House the regular District policemen, 
who -watch the approaches, make the 
presence of the secret service men un- 
necessary. 
Whenever the 
president 


goes abroad, however, the secret serv- 
ice men are expected to be In his Imme- 
diate neighborhood—In the vehicle In 
which he is ridic? or In another that 
follows; whenever he makes a railway 
Journey they are in his private car. 


These secret service men become 


very skillful In detecting the presence 
of persons who are demented and who 
In their excitement may become dan- 
gerous. Of course If a man wished to 
kill the president and sacrifice his own 
life for it the secret service precautions 
might not prevent him from carrying 
out bis purpose, but there Is greater 
danger from demented persons than 
from deliberate murderers. 
My own 


Impression Is that If there had been as 
great precaution taken when President 
McKinley was at the exposition In Buf- 
falo as Is taken today that tragedy 
would not have occurred. 


The assassin In that case had his 


hand in his pocket, where he had con- 
cealed a revolver wrapped in a hand- 
kerchief. If It had happened today a 
secret service laan would have seized 
the assassin's hand In his pocket, found 
the revolver and arrested him long be- 
fore, the man had reached a point 
where he could carry out his. purpose. 
Although I recognize the necessity of 
such precautions, I am bound to say 
that they are often Irksome to- the pres- 
ident. The secret service men are as 
considerate as possible and are well 
trained men, who mind their business. 
but that constant dogging of the pres- 
ident's steps arouses in him the uncon- 
scious feeling cf being under surveil- 
lance and guard himself rather than 
of being protected; 


An impression has gone abroad that 


tho president may not leave the conn- 
try. There Is no law that prevents his 
Jolnff so, and there Is no provision In 
(he constitution that he would vielate 
In leaving the national Jurisdiction. 
There is a constitutional direction that 
• he vice president shall act for the 
president In case he Is disabled. If 
ho went abroad In such a way as to 
'•prevent his directing; affairs he might 
well be held to have disabled himself, 
and tho vice president might act for 
him in his absence.-WUUam Howard 
Taff In Youth's Companion.
